The notes 
are the gi*and field in which Bayle delighted to pour forth his knowledge ; and 
I believe that his ‘Life of Nero’ furnished a Greek quotation at a lale state 
trial. If sceptical, he was peaceably disposed, althongh constantly assailed. 
Even his * magnum opus’ the Dictionary, was criticisetl before it appearetl. 
Jurieu, Saurin, and Le Clerc were unable to nifflc the calmness of bis temper, 
or cm letter the sweetness of his retirement. He told Des Maueeanx, that from 
twenty to forty he worked fourteen hours a day—and, in fact, that he never 
knew what leisure was.”— Dibdxn*s Library ComparUon.
